Prisoners Love Her
Capt. Ruth Johns, secretary of 

the Torranoe Business and Pro­ 
fessional Women's Club, was 
named the 1967 Woman of the 
Year by the Tarzana chapter of 
the club at a recent meeting.

Capt Johns recently received 
the same honor from the Tor- 
ranee chapter for her work in 
improving the lot of women pris­ 
oners. She is in charge of the 
Sybil Brand Institute for Women, 
supervising a staff of 200 in deal­ 
ing with 20,000 inmates per year.

Among the guests at Barbata's 
Steak House in Woodland Hills 
were Mrs. Flora Hameetman, 
Tonance B.P.W. Club president; 
Mike Roy of KNX-CBS Radio; 
Inspector R. C. We"ch, Los An­ 
geles County Sheriffs Depart­ 
ment, representing Sheriff Peter 
J. Pitch«ss; 50 women lieutenants, 
sergeants, senior deputies, and 
deputies of Sybil Brand Institute.

Also present were juvenile ser­ 
geants and deputies originally 
trained by Cjpt. Johns who have 
since been transferred from the 
Institute to the Sheriffs Trans­ 
portation Division and the Detec­ 
tive Division

Capt. Johns spoke on "Sally 
and the Swinging Door," stress­ 
ing the work of the Liaison 
League Rehabilitation Group Inc. 
which she helped to establish. 
The Liaison I-cague is currently 
engaged in a fund-raising cam­ 
paign to build "Liaiaon House" 
where women re"eased from Sybil 
Brand could live until they are 
rtady to face the "outside world." 
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When prisoners at Sybil Brand 

Institute heard that Capt. Johns 
was to he honored at the club 
dinner, they spent two weeks' re­ 
creation time fashioning a four- 
foot-long table centerpiece of red, 
white, and blue feather flowers 
with "Capt. Ruth Johns" emblaz­ 
oned in blue pipestems across the 
front.

Capt. Johns is a widow and 
great grandmother who has been 
a civil servant since 1942. She de­ 
veloped the building plans for 
Sybil Brand Institute, one of the 
most modern women's jails in the 
nation. The facility, located in 
East Los Angeles, is noted for its 
spacious grounds and homelike 
atmosphere. There are no guard 
towers on its 23 acres and dormi­ 
tories take the place of cells.
